Germany 
has overrun a large scope of terri- 
tory belonging to Russia, and this 
territory she now demands as in- 
cluded in the peace terms so ab.jei't- 
ly accepted 'by the Bolshevik govern- 
ment. 'But demanding territory and 
holding territory are two very differ- 
ent propositions. 
This territory is 


peopled by many races and by poo- 
pies of many shades of political be- 
lief. At no time has the Bolshevik 
government 'been in anything like en- 
tire control. 
There have 
a!.v;iys 


been disturbing elements, and 
the 


mere occupation of the territory by 
Germany will nr>t 
tend to harmon- 


ize these opposing elements. Ger- 
many wilt be forced if she holds the 
conquered territory to keep \ large 
.standing armies there. 
Tn fact, it 


is extremely doubtful if she can re- 
duce her armies on the eastern front 
to any extent, and o.nlyl future ev- 
ents will disclose whether or.no: she 
will aftually ibc compelled to aug- 
ment them. 


It is, unfortunately; true that Ger- 


many's occupation of the 
Russian 


provinces has opened to her a new 
source of supplies. 
This, however, 


is not in itself a matter for great 
alarm. Germany has all along hat 
aibout all the supplies she could han- 
dle.
